Bulgarian* Begin Attack 
on 
Nish— 


French Troops Repulse Attack in 


Vardar— Bulgarians Are Caught in 


French Cross Fire and Driven into 


River— Many Drown. 


London, Nov . 2.—A Bucharest dis­ 
patch u> the Times says it is reported 
in official nav al quarters that the Rus­ 
sians hav e forced a landing at Varna 
on the Black ¡Sea coast of Bulgaria. 
Varna is the chief Bulg arian port on 
the Black Sea, lying about 2tm miles 
overland 
from 
Constantinople. 
The 
Russian landing probably will relieve 
the Bulgarian pressure ag ainst Serbia, 
but as it is a long distance from the 
Serbian front no immediate develop- 
m< nts are believ ed likely. 


Heavy Blow Dealt Serbs. 


The heav iest blow dealt 1 1» the Ser­ 
bians since the beginning of the Teu­ 
tonic and Bulgarian inv asion was suf­ 
fi rod in the loss of the g reat arsenal 
town of Krag uyev atz, the source of 
practically 
all 
arms and munitions 
manufactured in Serbia. 
J ointly 
with 
this 
announcement 
made from Berlin, came the new s that 
the Bulgarian troops adv ancing upon 
Nish had opened fire upon the outer 
defenses of the city. 
Civ ilians ha\e 
been in flight from Nish for several 
days, and one of the fiercest battles of 
the Serbian campaig n is expected at 
this point. 


French Repulse Bulgars. 


Repulse of the Bulg arians who at­ 
tacked the heig hts around Krivoluk, 
(n the left lank of the Vardar River, 
■ "cupicd by the French, is officially 
announced in l ’aris. 
The 
statement 
adds that no ev ent of importance oc­ 
curred 
no 
the Kabova-Dedeli front 
nor in the Strumitza theater where ti e 
French 
expeditionary 
forces 
have 
been imilormly successful since they 
started activ ités. 
The 
German 
capture of the Kra- 
g u ye vat z arsenal, howev er, is the most 
important ev ent of the day. Krag uye­ 
vatz is fifty-niue miles below Belgrade. 
It is cenncch d by a branch line with 
the Iielgrad*-Nish railroad. Its popu­ 
lation in 1901 was 15,500. 
Russ Bombard 
Varna. 


A Bucharest dispatch says a Rus­ 
sian transport fleet was sig hted off 
Baliek. Destroyers escorted the flotil­ 
la. Aqproa* hmg the Bulg arian port of 
Varna, the transj*orU dropped behind 
and the warships began bombarding 
the port 
Paliek is on the Roumanian 
¡Hack Sea const, a few miles from the 
Bulgarian frontier. Varna is twenty 
miles to the southward. 
Reports from Constantinople state 
that the first division of Turkish re­ 
serv es, which has been operating at 
the Dardanelles, 
has 
been sent to 
Thrace. 
French and Bulg arian troops are en­ 
g ag ed in a great battle in the Strumit- 
sa and Kriv olak regions. 
A Saloniki 
dispatch says Bulg arian infantry, sup­ 
ported by two batteries, made an at­ 
tack on the French adv ance post cov ­ 
ering Krivolak on the left bank of the 
Vardar. After sharp lighting the Bul­ 
garians 
retired, 
hav ing 
sustained 
heav y losses. 


Bulgar Forces Trapped. 


A few French adv ance posts scout­ 
ing in the direction of Veles retired 
before 
a 
Bulgarian at kick to their 
base at Krivolak. where a division of 
French troops were strong ly intrench­ 
ed. The Bulg ars 
then 
attacked this 
position three times. The Bulgarians 
were caught in a 
crossfire 
of 
the 
French 
artillery 
and stopped when 
they were met by a fusillade from the 
infantry 
Finally 
the 
French 
charg ed with 
the bayonet and the Bulg arians wore 
<’riv< n into the Vardar Riv er, which 
is swollen by recent rains, and many 
wort drowned. 
It is asserted that Kotchanie Pass 
| iias been reconquered by the French 
: and that the Veles district has been 
j freed of the Bulgarians, althoug h the 
1 town and railroad still remain in Bul­ 
garian amis.
